officers' training camp to open at Fort 
Sheridan on AraguBt 27th. They are:

Racine" street. 
'Thirty-five in all were accepted for 
the 
camp from Rock county and 
neighboring cities. 
While many of 
these men put in their applications 
In other cities, it is believed that a 
large number of the thirty-five suc-

applicants 
were

among the fifty who applied for posi- 
tions 
through 
George 
S. Parker, 
branch chairman for this district. 
Included in the list with a large 
number of younger men, are many 
past the military age. Charles J. Sum- 
ner, of Delavan, whose name is men- 
tioned as one of the successful candi- 
dates, is district attorney in Walwprth 
county, a member of tho Republican 
central committee, and a delegate to 
the last national convention. Other 
men listed are in many cases promi- 
nent members of their communities.
